VIATEL 
UPDATED 


WHAT DOES IT OFFER 


Viatel allows a user to easily call to 
their screen a vast, and very user- 
friendly source of information and 
services, which have been provided 
by over 140 organisations known as 
‘service providers’. Although the 
range of services is rapidly 
expanding, existing services fall into 
four broad categories: 

* Information — Updated 
information about a wide range of 
subjects is available, 

¢ Communications — Messages can 
be sent to any user or service 
provider on the Viatel system. Short 
messages can also be sent to any 
telex service in Australia. 

* Interactive Services — By 
combining the messaging and 
information services, complete 
interactive services are offered. For 
example, goods can be ordered, 
bookings requested, or further 
information requested. Some 
services allow users to gain direct 
access to the service provider's own 
computer (Viatel). With home 
banking, for example, a bank 
connects its own computer into the 
Viatel system to all customers to 
transfer funds, pay bills, obtain 
statements and access a variety of 
other financial services. 

¢ Telesoftware — Microcomputer 
users can subscribe to services that 
will allow them to select a computer 
program from Viatel and 
automatically copy it directly into the 
memory of their own computer. This 
is called ‘downloading’ the program 
from Viatel. The program is then 
stored on disk for later use. A wide 
variety of entertainment and 
business programs are available to 
suit a range of computers. 


WHAT IS REQUIRED TO ACCESS 
VIATEL? 

As well as a VIATEL subscription and 
access to an ordinary telephone line, 
a microcomputer must be suitably 
equipped to communicate with 
VIATEL. (This will usually allow the 
user to take advantage of other data 
communications applications as well 
as Viatel.) 

(a) Suitable Modem 

In the same way as a telephone 
converts your voice into a form that 
can be relayed through the 
telephone network, a MODEM 
converts computer signals into a 
form that can be relayed through the 
telephone network. The modem also 
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converts the signal received from the 
telephone line back into a form 
suitable for the computer. 

A modem suitable for use with VIATEL 
must be able to receive data at 1200 
bits per second and transmit at 75 
bits per second at the same time. 
This is referred to as a 1200/75 
modem. Many modems currently 
used with microcomputers operate 
at a data rate of 300 bits per second 
for both transmitting and receiving 
simultaneously (called 300/300 bps 
or 300 bps ‘full duplex’), 

(b) Suitable Software 

Once a computer is able to receive 
data from VIATEL over the telephone 
lines by using a modem, the 
computer must have a set of 
instructions in its memory that tells it 
what to do with the coded data it is 
receiving. These instructions must be 
purchased for the individual 
computer, as computers vary in what 
they can do, and how they do it. 
They may be in the form of an”add 
on” to the computer memory to be 
plugged into the computer, or may 


be stored on disk or cassette so that 
they can be fed into the computer's 
existing memory.
